';; in New York Voice. Ptisan con- 

Mted of a thin gruel, prepared from 
i arley meal, and boiled a long time. 
The Arabic and other physicians of the 
middle ages, as well as Galen and Ro¬ 
man physicians of the early centuries of 
the Christian era, also made use of pti¬ 
san. Modem physicians have depended 
largely upon milk, but extended ob¬ 
servations have convinced the writer 
that milk in its ordinary state is not 
the most wholesome food for use in ty¬ 
phoid and other fevers. Milk requires 
an abundant supply of active gastric 
juice for its digestion. This is lacking 
in fever. 

Well cooked cereals, and especially 
predigested cereal foods, fruits and pre¬ 
pared nuts are especially valuable as 
constituents of a fever dietary. Among 
the predigested foods are zwieback, 
granola and granose, which, taken, 
either dry or softened with water or 
fruit juice, are exceedingly wholesome, 
the starch being largely converted into 
acroodextrin, which by a single added 
step is quickly and easily converted into 
sugar. Malted nuts dissolved in water 
and maltoi are also highly valuable for 
use in fevers. 

Fruit juices without cane sugar, and 
such fruits as peaches, naked apples, 
ripe grapes (rejecting seeds and skins), 
are also suitable for fever patients. In 
the early stages of the disease the diet 
may, for a few days, consist of fruit 
juice alone, as the patient cannot ap¬ 
propriate food to any extent and fasting 
is of real advantage. After the first 
week the farinaceous preparations men¬ 
tioned may be added. The nut prepara¬ 
tions are most appropriate for the be¬ 
ginning of convalescence and onward, 
and are superior to anything else for 
rapidly rebuilding the wasted body.

How to Clean the Skin With Oil. 

From the druggist get two ounces of 
oil of sweet almonds, four drops of oil 
of hitter almonds, one tablespoonful of 
camphor water and four ounces of 
white wax. Put this in a dish set in a 
basin of boiling water and stir until the 
wax is melted. Add one-fourth of a 
teaspoonful of salt. Then beat it until 
it becomes cold. It will take about an 
hour and should be smooth like salve. 
If not beaten, it has a grain and is not 
so good. Sponge off the face with clear 
warm watr. Then apply this oil, rub¬ 
bing it in with the tips of the fingers. 
Then with a moderately coarse towel 
proceed to rub it off. If yon do it hard 
enough, the towel will be quite black. 
This oil may be used at any time, but it 
is better to use it at night, following 
with the hot water without soap. This 
cleaning oil does what the soap cannot 
do.

How to Cook Artichokes. 

A rather common way of cooking ar¬ 
tichokes is to bake them. They should 
be peeled and trimmed as for boiling, 
then put in a baking tin, with two 
ounces of butter (melted) and salt and 
pepper. Bake for half an hour, when 
they should he a nice brown, but they 
must he well basted to achieve the lat¬ 
ter result Artichokes are good fried in 
chips, the chips being quite thin and 
the frying medium butter.

How to Diet For Gastric Catarrh. 

Avoid all foods which readily under¬ 
go decomposition, such as cheese, meats, 
milk, butter and animal fats. Adopt 
the plan of eating twice daily, and 
make the diet exceedingly simple. If 
you can go to bed for a couple of weeks 
and live wholly upon buttermilk, kou¬ 
miss or kumyzoon, this will give you 
a good start. Or yon might adopt a 
fruit diet for a few days. In the use of 
fruit, yon must be careful to avoid 
seeds and skins. Grapes, cooked apples, 
stewed peaches and fruit juices are the 
best fruits for you to take. You might 
take in addition a small amount of some 
well prepared cereal food, such as 
granose, and may also be- able to digest 
moderate quantities of maltoi and bro- 
mose. 


The Time to Make Pork—Middlings and 
Milk Slop—Grass Fed Pork. 

Summer is the time to make pork. 
Making it in winter requires too much 
food to keep up the animal heat. If 
hogs have plenty of grass in summer 
and about half the corn they will eat, 
they Will fatten rapidly, and my belief 
is that three pounds can be made on less 
grain than one pound in cold weather 
with a hog in a close pen. The grass is 
cooling and loosening and counteracts 
the feverish properties of the com. Hogs 
will never melt in summer, however 
fat, if they can have access to water and 
mud to lie in. Mud is very had for hogs 
in cool weather. It absorbs too much 
animal heat. Milk is cooliug as a driuk 
and almost indispensable in raising pigs. 

But very little com and no commeal 
should be fed to young pigs before they 
are 4 months old. Corn and raw corn- 
meal cause young pigs to become costive. 
Then they will soon scour. They wiil 
begin to mb against everything they 
can get at. Their skin will have a red 
and dry appearance. A dry, black scurf 
will begin to form and the more corn 
and meal they eat the poorer they will 
become. The best thing to do foe a pig 
in this condition is to give him a thor¬ 
ough washing in warm water or sour 
milk, the latter being the best. Coarse 
flour or middlings from rye or wheat, 
when made into a thin drinking slop 
with milk, is the best feed for young 
pigs, except bread and milk. Food has 
to be fermented before it will digest, and 
if fed to young pigs before it is fer¬ 
mented it will overtask their-stomachs 
and spoil them. Lettuce is good for 
young pigs. It will stop the scours. 

The middlings should be put with 
milk at night after feeding has been 
done and allowed to remain in the milk 
until morning.. Never allow the swill 
tub to get quite empty. Always leave a 
little at the bottom to act as yeast. The 
swill should never be allowed to get 
stale. Slop feed should be given often 
and never more at a time than will be 
eaten up. Slops will make larger hogs 
than dry feed. After the hogs get to be 
3 or 4 months old their food can be 
made stronger, bnt a pig will not bear 
much strong food until it begins to 
change from a pig to a hog. 

Many of our farmers do not know the 
value' of grass as a feed for hogs. At 
least one would think so when their 
hogs of all ages may be seen during the 
whole summer in small yards or at best 
on very scanty pasture. Farmers who 
know the real value of such feed would 
as soon think of raising cattle and mak¬ 
ing milk and butter by feeding their 
stock grain alone during the whole 
summer as to raise hogs and make the 
business profitable without a good sup¬ 
ply of grass. Some men make pork with 
little or no grass, but it costs much 
more and the hogs are not so healthy, 
says J. L. Hersey in New England 
Homestead in concluding the foregoing 
expression of his opinions. 


CURTAIN RAISERS. 


How to Cream Beef. 

• Scrape perfectly lean beef to a pulp, 
mince, put in a pan with salt, pepper, 
one tablespoonful of water, two table¬ 
spoonfuls of rich cream, butter the size 
of an egg. Cook two minutes, stirring 
constantly. Add one tablespoonful of 
cracker dust and one teaspoonful of 
made mustard.

How to Care. For Goldfish. 

Little ones that have goldfish and 
wish to keep them well should allow 
them as large a glass bowl as possible. 
Renew the water every day by means 
of a siphon, so that the fish may not be 
frightened by being caught in a net. In 
giving fresh water one gives fresh food 
of the most wholesome kind. Never 
give them bread. Ants’ eggs dried can 
bo procured at any drug store. Every 
other day give three or four of them to 
each fish. The bowl should be in a 
bright place, bnt not in the direct rays 
of the sun. 


Care of Young Clover. 

The hardest time upon young clover 
in the wheat stubble comes immediately 
after wheat harvest. The plants have 
been protected from the rays of the sun 
throughout their short existence, and 
suddenly they are brought into full ex¬ 
posure to them in the hottest and driest 
season of the year. A high wheat stub¬ 
ble should be left by the reaper if the 
straw can be spared. It affords some 
protection until the clover plants harden 
and make sufficient growth for clipping, 
and then the stubble makes a mulch. 
The clipping of the clover makes it 
branch ont closer to the ground, and the 
light mulch of stubble, weeds and clover 
affords some protection against drought. 
The cutter bar of the mower should be 
tilted back so that the stubble is left 
about four inches high, and cloudy or 
damp weather is the best time for this 
work. The first clipping may be made 
within a month after the wheat har¬ 
vest, and if the weather is seasonable a 
second clipping early in September may 
pay. No weeds should be allowed to 
seed or to stand on the ground and make 
dusty hay the next year. Such a clip¬ 
ping with, a sharp sickle costs only a 
trifle an acre, and the man that farms 
for profit cannot neglect it, according to 
Farm and Fireside.

Old Fashioned Watches Were Made Is 
Many Carious Shapes. 

Since timepieces have come With¬ 
in the reach of everybody and 
watches are made large enough for 
bicycle bars and small enough for 
the lady’s ring it is curiously inter¬ 
esting to recall some of the old fash¬ 
ioned ones that served our ancestors 
sowell generations ago. Long be¬ 
fore pur time or that of our grand¬ 
fathers’ watches were made in such 
fantastic fashion that it is a marvel 
that their owners managed to carry 
them about. 

No one seems to know the exact 
date of the first timepiece, but the 
middle of the fifteenth century 
seems to have been the period when 
“portable clocks”began to appear; 
in the different collections of anti¬ 
quaries there are a few specimens of 
the “Nuremberg eggs,” or watches 
made in oval shapes and coming 
from the town after which they 
were named. 

In the possession of Lady Fitzger¬ 
ald of England there was one watch 
which was shaped like an eagle 
which had a small boy on its hack. 
This odd ornament was made to hint 
at the story of Jupiter and Gany¬ 
mede. The breast of the bird open¬ 
ed to show the dial beneath it, and 
the works were most elaborately or¬ 
namented. When the fair owner of 
this treasure did not wish to wear it 
on her girdle, she could stand it on 
her table. 

Gold and silver smiths seem to 
have let their fancy run riot during 
the sixteenth century, and watches 
made in the form of ducks, acorns, 
of cockleshells and of all possible 
things made their appearance. Most 
of them struck the hour, and one 
notable invention fired a diminutive 
pistol at certain intervals. 

When Henry II of France fell in 
love with Diana of Poitiers (about 
154?), she was a widow and wore 
mourning. Of course that offered 
an opportunity to the extravagant 
courtiers of the day, and the result 
was that all the ornaments at court 
were fashioned after suchgrewsome 
ideas that the ridiculous was close 
upon the sublime, to say the least. 
Rings were formed like skeletons, 
tiny coffins of gold were worn as or¬ 
naments, and they contained enam¬ 
eled figures of death, but the most 
striking products of the hour were 
the watches which dangled from 
fair ladies’ belts and which repre¬ 
sented grinning skulls, the tops of 
which lift ed to disclose the dial plate. 
Of course the eyes were brilliant 
jewels, and small fortunes were 
spent in the elaborate ornamenta¬ 
tion of' these funeral trinkets. But 
the watches, the trinkets and the 
people who wore them have all pass¬ 
ed away, and since 1620, or there¬ 
about, the flat oval or round time¬ 
piece has been the general favorite. 

Time does not go so fantastically 
with us as it did with those untutor¬ 
ed geniuses of earlier times, and 
perhaps our plain, substantial 
watches tell as much of our charac¬ 
ter as did those bizarre inventions of 
earlier days about the men and 
women who wore them.—Brooklyn 
Eagle. '
